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The  so-called  "Scoto-Iri eh*  or  "Ulster  Scots,*1  as  some  genealogists  prefer 
designating  them,  wore  descendants  of  the  Scots  settlers  into  Ulster,  Iroland, 
ani  tho  terms  wore  used  in  order  to  differentiate  them  from  those  who  came  to 
America  directly  from  Scotland. 

In  compiling  a  genealogy  of  the  Scots-Irish  Presbyterians,  one  must  Oo  back 
for  many  years  previous  to  their  mass  emigration  to  America  anl  other  countries 
and  find  out  what  caused  such  wholesale  migrations. 

S  James  I  (1603—25)  of  England,  soon  after  he  came  to  the  throne,  confiscated 

mary  estates  of  the  rebellious  Roman  Catholic  Irish  in  Ulster,  Ireland,  and 
started  resettlement  about  1603,  making  special  effort  to  obtain  Protestants  from 
the  central  part  of  Scotland.  A  large  colory  emigrated  from  Argylohlre,  Scotland, 
in  1612,  with  the  County  of  Londonderry,  Ireland,  as  their  chief  seat  of  coloniza- 
ti  on. 

The  descendants  of  these  oolorizors  had  many  hardships  and  disappointments, 
due  to  the  bitter  hatred  between  them  and  tho  Roman  Catholic  Irish*  On  top  of 
tide  was  the  civil  wars, pestilence,  troubles  over  high  rents,  crop  failures, 
and  generally  bad  economic  oonditions.  They  held  their  land  and  tenements  by 
lease  only  from  the  crown,  and  not  as  proprietors  of  tho  land. 

Curing  the  reigns  of  Elisabeth  I  (1553-1603)  and  James  I  (1603-25),  various 
Acts  of  Parliament  were  passed  regulating  the  reli$.ous  affairs  of  the  kingdom, 
which  met  with  fierce  rooistence  by  large  sections  of  the  populut  on  oi'  all 
classes  in  Scotland  and  England,  and  in  reproach  these  resistors  wore  called 
"i uritano,**  which  term  applied  to  the  Scots-Irish  who  came  to  Londonderry,  N. H. 

The  Scots-Presbyterians  were  dissenters  from  the  Church  of  England,  and 
were  compelled  to  give  up  one-tenth  of  their  income  for  the  established  religion. 
The  GeceJero  of  1732  refused  to  register  births,  due  to  their  dislike  of  tho 
State  Church,  Few  burials  were  registered  on  account  of  tho  Act  of  1793*  which 
requir  d  the  imposition  of  a  fine  on  every  entry  of  burial. 

The  migrations  of  the  Scots-Irish  from  Ulster,  Ireland,  commenced  in  1718 , 
anl  over  two  hundred  thousand  of  them  came  to  America,  mostly  through  the  ports 
of  Boston,  Charleston,  Now  Castle,  anl  Philadelphia,  From  1771  to  1773*  more 
than  twenty-five  thousand  had  arrived.  They  wore  not  very  well  received  by 
any  of  tho  inhabitants  in  America  ut  thattime*  and  for  many  years  they  could 
not  get  along  with  the  English  settlers,  who  themselves  had  come  over  here  to 
escape  persecution.  Toduy,  many  of  the  great  men  of  America  trace  their  Jeacont 
back  to  these  Scots-Irish  immigrants  who  had  such  a  hard  time  gettin^  established 
here. 

Just  when  the  Gilra our- Oil more  ancestors  emigrated  from  Scotland  to  Ulster, 
Ireland,  is  not  known,  but  it  was  at  an  early  date.  As  mofct  of  tho  records  in 
Iroland  were  destroyed  during  the  many  civil  wars,  and  record  keeping  in  Scotland 
wasnt  any  too  good  at  that  time,  probably  no  definite  dates  will  over  be  known. 

The  vital  records  of  Ulster,  Ireland,  at  tho  time  of  tho  Protestant  migration 
to  America,  are  very  meager,  and  in  Coleraine,  Londonderry  County,  Ireland, 
records  begin  with  the  year  1769* 
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It  is  known  that  the  Gilmour— Gilmores  were  In  Edinburghshire  and  other 
parts  of  Scotland  before  the  year  1600#  They  possessed  the  Barony  of 
C-ilraour.  The  Castle  of  Oraigraillor  in  Edinburgh#  was  purchased  by  Sir 
Thomas  Gilmour,  the  groat  lawyer#  and  occupied  by  his  descendants#  Sir  Simon 
Preston  owned  it  fron  lp74  until  about  the  tine  of  the  ^evolution,  when  it 
came  into  possession  of  tho  Gilmouro*  The  castle  was  often  used  as  a  royal 
residence.  Here#  flohn,  Earl  of  Mar,  younger  brother  of  James  III,  was  im¬ 
prisoned  in  1^77#  and  gotten  rid  of  by  the  King  by  hiving  a  vein  opened  so  ho 
bled  to  doath#  Queen  Mary  had  also  resided  thore  many  times.  The  Craig- 
millar  line  of  Gilmoura#  it  is  understood,  hao  died  out  and  the  title  is  now 
dormant.  Host  of  the  American  Gilmores  descended  from  those  who  emigrated 
to  Ulster,  Ireland#  Those  who  sottled  in  Londonderry#  N.  H#  in  April  of 
1719,  wore  said  to  havo  arrived  in  Boston,  Mass,  on  August  4,  1718#  on  the 
Brigantine  ROBERT,  under  the  command  of  James  Ferguson#  Tho  immigrants  of 
1713  came  lurgoly  from  the  Bann  River  Valley  in  Ulster,  Ireland#  Tho  families 
of  Ulster  wore  closely  allied# 

In  the  Highlands  of  Scotland#  whon  the  clan  system  existed#  until  the 
abolition  of  the  heritable  jurisdiction  in  1747,  the  Bards  preserved  tho 
genoalogies  and  traditions  of  their  chiefs  orally#  with  araccount  of  the  family 
traditions  and  achievements  from  generation  to  generation# 

The  introduction  of  surnames  into  Scot  land  dates  from  the  reign  of  King 
Malcolm  III  (Canmore)  (1067 ~lCpp),  during  the  second  half  of  the  eleventh 
century#  It  vment  until  the  nineteenth  century,  in  Scotland#  that  wivoo  adopt¬ 
ed  their  husband's  surname  Upon  marriage#  if  they  so  desired*  Tho  custom  came 
from  England,  and  there  wacnt  any  reason  why  a  man  should  not  nonurao  his  wife's 
surname  on  marriage#  if  ho  so  desirod# 

The  spelling  of  Boots  names,  and  Scots  horaldyy#  is  all  governed  by  tho 
Lord  Lyon,  King  of  Arms#  It  lias  been  decreed  that  tho  correct  Scots  spelling 
of  the  surname  is  “Gilmour"  and  the  correct  Engl i shop  el ling  “Gilmore," 

The  Gil mour-Gil more  surname#  io  of  very  ancient  Scots  origin,  meaning  “Great 
Servant, “  "Henchman  of  a  Chief,"  or  "Armour  Bearer,"  so-called  on  account  of 
their  being  stockily  built  and  of  more  than  average  height#  "Gilmore"  is 
the  Gaelic  form  of  M!.torrison"  (Mac-Gillo-S.shoire) •  The  Gilmores  became  a 
Sept  of  the  Morrison  clan  for  the  most  part,  which  io  said  to  bo  of  Scandinavian 
extraction.  The  Gilmores  of  this  Sept  would  wear  the  Morrison  tartan. 

Some  other  Gilmores  in  Scotland  became  a  Sept,  of  Clan  MacDonald  of  Glengarry 
ani  tills  branch  of  MacDonald's  derived  from  Archibald,  second  son  of  John,  7th 
Lord  of  tho  Isles.  They  would  then  wear  tho  MacDonald  tartan. 

Clan  Septs  were  of  two  classes  1  clansmen  of  the  clan, who  were  rolatod  to 
the  chief  by  blood  and  viho  formed  separate  branches  of  the  clanj  and  “broken 
men,"  or  the  inlividuals  or  groups  from  other  clans  who  sought,  and  obtuinod 
protection  of  the  Clan#  Thio  resulted  in  a  clan  having  septs  of  difforont 
surnames#

lie  owned  a  50acre  farm  in  the  Threo-Qunrter-mile  Range  of  NUtfield  (now 
Londonderry),  N.H.,  laid  out  in  1720,  and  recordod  Juno  1,  1722*  The  road  runnin,. 
thru  the  western  end  was  laid  out  on  February  18,  1724,  and  the  road  running  thru 
north  of  his  farm  was  laid  out  on  February  17#  1723* 

At  a  general  town  meeting  on  July  2,  1720,  it  was  voted  that  Hu$i  Montgomery 
should  be  asked  whether  he  intended  to  come  to  Lonlondorry  and  make  a  settlement 
on  half  of  Capt,  Wainsrri ght1  o  lot.  On  June  19,  1721#  Montgomery  refused  to  settle 
on  the  terms  offered,  and  tho  half-lot  was  aubtlonod  off  and  sold  to  William  Gilmor 
and  James  Rogers,  and  Samuel  Moore  advanced  ten  shillings  for  them* 

On  March  24,  1721/22,  it  was  voted  by  a  committee  that  William  Gilmore  should 
have  his  meadow  in  t lie  white  rock  meadow* 

OnOotober  7#  1727#  William  Gilmore  took  the  Provincial  Oaths,  according  to 
an  Act  of  Parliament. 

At  a  general  meeting  of  the  Proprietors,  freeholders,  and  inhabitants  of 
Londonderry,  N.H.,  dated  March  5#  1734/5,  William  Gilmore  was  appointed  as  one  of 
the  Surveyors  of  Highways. 

;io  last  Will  and  Testament*  is  dated  May  11#  1755#  witnessed  by  Arthur  Archi¬ 
bald,  Robert  Archibald,  and  James  Gilmore.  It  was  proved  on  Sept*  28,  1753#  ani 
the  inventory  of  Sept,  24,  1753  showed  estate  valued  at  two  thousand  two  hundred 
and  ninety- nine  pounds  and  ton  shillings*  In  hi sWill  he  spalled  the  surname  three 
different  ways,  “Gilmor, “  “Gillmor“  and  signed  “  illmore.8  (Soe  copy  of  Will  in 
Appendix.)  In  the  town  records  it  is  spelled  “Gilmore".

Born  in  Londonderry,  Rockingham  County,  N.H.  on  August  10,  1728;  diod  some 
time  after  the  1790  Ceneuo  for  Mass.  in  vilich  he  lo  listed*  The  ancient  cemetery 
Norwich  Bridge  being  tho  nearest  to  Huntington,  Mass,,  wlioro  ho  is  supposed  to  liuv 
died,  ie  also  where  hio  wife  is  probably  buried*  Charles  Culver,  who  married  his 
daughter  Liary,  and  James  Goer,  A  Rev*  War  soldier  who  sirred  Pew  1)4-6  in  tho  old 
church,  aro  also  buried  there.  No  Gilnoro  tombstones,  but  thcro  are  stones  for 
Culver  anl  Geer. 

On  December  26,  1749,  he  married  Mary  Crow,  in  ilothuen,  Eosex  Co.,  Maos*, 
marriage  bane  were  published  in  naurby  Polliom,  Hillsboro  Co,,  NH  on  Oct*  15,  1749 « 
No  records  have  been  found  as  to  Nary's  date  of  birth,  death,  or  names  of  her  par¬ 
ents.  She  probably  died  in  or  near  Blandford,  Hass*  There  is  a  record  of  a  re¬ 
marriage  of  a  Mrs*  Mary  Gilmore  in  Blandford,  Maos.,  to  a  Solomon  Stewart,  on  Marc 
5,  1804,  lnt  it  is  not  known  whether  it  was  Mary(Crow)  Gilmore  or  tixry  (Murray) 
Gilmore,  the  latter  being  the  widow  of  a  Lt.  Jamas  Ciluoro,  who  hud  no  children* 

On  Nbv*  18,  1755#  about  4  fx.m.  there  was  a  severe  earthquake  which  appeared  to 
shove  the  houses  upward,  and  followed  by  a  peculiar  tremor  which  laotod  a  fou 
ml  nut  os,  then  there  were  quick  vibrations  and  jerks*  This  quake  was  felt  over  a  ni 
area  anl  done  considerable  damage  in  Boston.
